regiment, and a’ few of the light horle, and fome volunteers, 
joined by about 409 Indians, the regulars in number being. a- 
bout 100 men, with two field-pieces, and the whole command. 
ed by Colonel De Hanfleden, of the Waldeckregimeat, ‘This 
fmal! detachment was intended to farprize the polk at the. village 


on the ealt fide of the Bay of mg where the enemy had en- 


arenched themfives for the pubpote ipplying N@Y woops at 
the Fort and Mobile with frefh beef and. water; the ufaal num- 

ber of Spanith troops at the polt confilted of 150 or 200 men. 

It being three or four days before our men could reach rhe 

ground néar the village, as the diltaace from Penfacola’is about 

6o miles through the woods to the village 5 the enemy receiv. 

ed intelligence by a villain from Penfacela of the march and 

deftination of this detachment, fo as to have time to reinforce’ 
the poft to upwards ef 300 men. Our troops halted and lay 

on their arms in the evening of the 7th of January, about two 

miles from the village, fo as to be ready to make the attack ‘at 

day-break. The.next morning they began their march before 

break of day, having previoully poited the Indians ander the 
bank of the bay, in the thickets, fo as to prevent the enemy’s 
retreating 10 cafe the pott was carried. On advancing ‘brifkly 

towards the work, the Waldecks, who were to attack on the 
left, received, at about 300 yards from the poft, a heavy .pla- 

toon fire on their flank, from the wood, which wounded fome 
of the men, and the Captain who commanded, which made them 
wheel and form on the right; in the mean time Colonel Han«, 
fleden, at the head of the Britith, advanced brifkly with fixed 
bayonets to the frieze of the enemy's work, in getting over 
which he was fhot dead by a mufket ball, and dropped oa the 
frieze. 

Lieutenant Gordon, at the head of the detachment of the 
6oth, attacked the enemy in the work, where he, as alfo Lieu- 
tenant Sterling, of the Waldecks, were alfo killed, with feve- 
ral of the detachment, in «hich our troops made great havock 
among the Spaniards, and drove out of the intrenched work 
every man except about thirty-five killed, and fach as had’ ef- 
caped inty that large houfe, in the middle of their intteneh- 
ment, which ferved them for their barracks, and from the Win- 
dows and loop-holes they killed and wounded moit of our men 
during the attack. The bady of Spanith traopt,,apafitting of 
about 150, endeavouring to get to their cannon at the water- 
fide, were attacked by the Indians, who had been poited under 
the bank for the purpofe of cutting off the enemy’s retreat, ‘by 
which means they had foreed a great part of the enemy back to 
the work which our troops had before drove them’ out of, and 
our aumbers being at that time very much reduced by carrying 
off the wounded, and as the greater part of the Waldecks did 
not come up to fupport the Britifh, after the lof of their Colo- 
nel andl Adjutant, and their Captain being wounded, it was ne- 
ceffary to retreat to the rifing ground, about half a mile above 
the village, where the troops collected, and retired, uoparfued, 
to Penfacola, leaving Colonel De Haaileden, a very worthy, 
brave officer, as alfo two other brave officers, aad about fiftecn 
killed; three officers and about 15 privates were wounded, The 
enemy loft about thirty-five men in their poft, and about the 
fame number killed by the Indians, when the Britith forced 
them out of their entrenchments. The Waldegk officers beha- 
ved with the greateft bravery, as did a fmall part of the corps. 
Had the whole of the Waldecks come up, there is no doubt 
but the people in the block-houfe would have farrendered, as 
we had poffeflion of their cannon, and their fire had ceafed for 
the {pace of two minutes. Thus, by the treachery of one of 
the inhabitants, and the fmallnefs of the number of troops fent 
on the attack, this euterprize may have beea fuppofed to have 
failed. At the time the attack was to be made againft the vik 
lage, the Mentor fhip of war, of 20 guns, and the Hound floop 
of war, of 16 guns, failed for the Bay of Mobile, in order to 
attempt taking fuch thips as were in the Bay, one of which, it 
was faid, contained a confiderable number of battering cannon, 
part o. the intended armament againit Penfacola, but the wind 
proving unfavourable, they could not effect this piece of fervice; 
but taking the commanding officer, and 18 men, who were 
decoyed aboard an armed floop from Dauphin Tfland, they land- 
ed their marines and fome feamen, drove the enemy off the 
ifland, burnt the block-houfe, and the works the enemy had 
conttructed there, and returned to Penfacola, after having exa- 
mined the harbour of Ship-Ifland.

Our thip»was by far the headmoft, on which a fignal 
was made for us to lead on both tacks, which we did, and 
turned up to them with a prefs of fail, the wind blowing freth, 
and rain, We ran om as far as we could, and theu engaged 
with the French Commodore, of 84 guns, (this fhip was the 
van of their fleet) which we gave a tolerable drefling to. But, 
when we thought fhe had ttrack to us, fhe hoifted a fignal, and 
two more of their fhips direétly came to their affiftance. “We... 
then had the 84 0a our larvoard quarter,a 74 on our ftarboard ~ 
quarter, and a 64 under our fteru. Thefe we kept in play as 
long as they chofe to-itay by us, which was upwards Of thtee 
glafles. The Prudent and ourfelves were the only two thips 
much damaged. We had fourteen killed, and twenty-four 
wounded, feveral of which have died of their wounds: Our, 
rigging was greatly damaged, and our main and mizen mais 
are fit but for ttle. In thort, had the French fired“as muca 
at our hull as they did at our rigging they mutt have done 
for us. Captain Cofby behaved gallantly, and the whole thip’s 
company received the thai:ks of the Admiral on the occafion ; 
The Admiral’s expretlion was, * The Robaft’s people behaved 
like angels !” :

The claims of the feveral petitioners are very intricate, and full of 
argument. Earl Percy derives his title from John the r4th Earl of 
Oxford, wlio died in 1526, feized of ta: office to him and his heirs. 
The defeent. is afvertained, and the claim reits on the word * heirs,” 
not being confined to itive male. Earl Percy claims as the heir gene- 
ral from Catharine Neville, eldeft daughter of Lord Latimer, the im- 
mediate defcendant from the brother of John the 14th Earl of Oxford, 
This Catharine was married to Henry Percy, the 8th Earl of Nor- 
thumberland. ‘The claim of the other petitioners arifes from the 15th 
Earl of Oxford, who was only fecond coulin to the 14th Earl. ‘The 
Duchefs of Athol’s claim is founded on her being the heir general, as 
the Lady Willoughby and the Duke of Ancafter likewife claim under. 
Lady Willoughby and the Duke of Ancaitcr contend, that, by an a- 
ward of King Henry VIII. the grant was limited te heirs male, and not 
given to heirs general, ‘The diftin@ion between the claim of Lady 
Willoughby and the Duke of Ancatfter is, that the latter is the proper 
heir male of the family, and ought to held it until there be an heir of 
the Lady-Willoughby capable of holding the office; as, fhould it be 
vefled in her Ladythip, it would be filled by P. Burrell, Eig; a Com-

The Lord Chancellor acquainted the counfel for Earl Percy, that they 
might proceed to argue his claim, with a refervation ef proofs. Mefl. 
Kenyon and Howarth were then heard for Earl Percy ; after which 
Mr Madocks {poke as counfel for the Duchefs of Athol, and having 
been heard, the further confideration was put off till to-morrow. 

HOUSE or COMMONS. 
Wednefilay, May 9. 

Lord North propofed, that the order of the day for going into a 
Committee to confider of the renewal of the India Company’s charter 
fhould be difcharged, and another for the fame purpofe made out for 
Wednefday next. 

Mr Burke faid, it was treating the Houfe with difrefpedt; and that 
fo important a bufinefs ought not to be deferred later, it being well 
known that the farther we advanced in the Seflion, the worte the 
Houfe would be attended. The Minifter knew very well that the 
charter. mult be renewed; and, therefore, though Leadenhall-ttreet 
might be to blame for being fo tardy in its proceedings, ftill the Mi- 
nifter was no Ilefs fo for not bringing the matter before Parliament. 
‘The bnfinefS was perhaps of the greateit magnitude of any that had 
ever been difeufled within thofe walls, yet there was not a fingle paper 
moved for, by which the Houfe could be dire@ed in forming a judg- 
ment: They perhaps would be called upon to declare to whom the 
territorial acquilitions and the revenue in India belonged, whether to 
the Company ‘or the Crown ; and they had not a fingle document be- 
fore them, which might affitt in forming an opinion on the fubje&. 
It looked,. therefore, as if the -Minifter withed to cheat them into a 
judicial decifion, without fuffering them to hear evidence. The Miri- 
fter was endeavouring to draw a revenuc from the Company ; but was 
he taking any fteps to fecure them from bankruptcy, by fupporting 
their credit ? Whatever might become of their inveftments, if the ter- 
ritorial revenue was taken into the hands of the Crown, bills mutt, 
and would come from India on the Company ; and their credit mutt 
be fupported, or the idea of a revenue would be abfurd. 

Gen. Smith, alf& confidering the magnitude of the bufinels, and how 
far we were advanced in the Seffion, expreiled his defie, that for the 
prefent Seffion the Houfe would decline going into it ; and pats a fhoit 
bill, for continuing the Company in its preteuc form. 

Lord North faid, he had never concealed his opinion about the right 
of the public to the territorial acquititions; he had often explained 
himfelf very clearly on that head. As for his treating the Houfe with 
contempt, nothing coyld be more diitant from his intention—His de- 
laying the bufinefs arofe merely from a defire to wait till he could come 
to Parliament with the previous agreement of all parties. ‘Terms had 
been propofed from the Company, fome of which were admiffible, o- 
thers required alteration: He had had a conference with the Chair- 
man, and Deputy Chairman, and the matter would re(t with the Ge- 
neral Court, to whom thofe two gentlemen would report their pro- 
ceedings: For his own part, he would not require another conference ; 
and if the Company fhould not think proper to fend to him again, he 
certainly would bring the bufinef$ before Parliament. *

From the London Papers, May 10. 
N. 

This day an officer arrived at'Lord George Germain’s of- 
fice, with difpatches from General Clinton; and another of- 
ficer arrived at the Admiralty, with difpatches from Admiral 
Arbuthnot. They came by a veilel that put into Corke, and 
bring a confirmation of the victory obtained by Lord Cornwal- 
lis over the rebel army, commanded by General Green. S¥. 
Fames’s Chron. 

Late laft night Captain Purvis, of his Majefty’s floop the 
Duc de Chartres, arrived exprefs at the Admiralty, with dif- 
patches from Vice Admiral Darby, dated the 11th of April, 
giving an accouut of the fafe arrival at Gibraltar of the tranf- 
ports, ftorefhips, and victuallers, which were committed to: his 
charge, for the relief of that garrifon ; and further informing 
the Board, that although he ufcd every effort to fall in with the 
Spanith fleet, and had ftood in clofe along Cape St Vincent’s 
for that purpofe, he had not been able to difcover a fingle fail 
of the enemy at fea. The Admiral purpofes continuing fome 
time off Cadiz. 

The Duc’de Chartres, the thip in which Capt. Purvis: came 
to England, was taken by Admiral Darby, in his courle through 
the Channel. 

The relievizg of Gibraltar, without the leaft difturbance from 
the Bourbon fleets, mutt ope the eyes of all Europe to the 
truely fuptrior {tate cf the navy of Great-Britain, and have a 
great effect on thofe ftates, fuch as Ruflia and Portugal, to re- 
gard this empire as a moft valuable ally. Admiral Darby’s ri- 
ding triumphant, within fight of the principal port of Spain, 
where the’ Spanith fleet are obliged to fhrink ‘or fear of him, 
rouft render the Britifh name as refpe@table as ever in the eyes 
of all Europe, and will turn out of as much advantage to the 
empire as almoft any modern naval vittory. 

It is faid that an éxprefs arrived laft night with fome favou- 
rable intellizence from India. 

The Hornet loop is arrived from Admiral Sir Peter Parker. 

A refpectable correfpondent informs us, that the political 
views of a certain Northern Court feem more than ever to be 


in favour of this kingdom; aad from the information he has . 


received there is little douby, Ke fiys, but fome {pirited mea- 
fares will-be purfued, that will furprize all Europe. 


The hor-eward-bound Weft-India fleet is expected to artiv: 
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the fir(t fair wind; they are infured at t§ guineas per cent. They 
confilt of upwards of 65 fil, befides a number of prizes. 

‘The remaining India-men loading in the river are ordered 
round to Portfmouth as foon as poflible, a convoy being appain- 
ted to fee them to the Madeiras, and from thence ordered to 
reinfurce Sir George Rodney in the Weft-Indics. 

It is conjectured that there wil! be no lefs thaa three hundred 
men, officers, foldiers, and feamen, going out on board each 
Indiamen. 

A petition was yelterday prefented to the Houfe of Com- 
mons from the proprietor of Carlifle-houfe, praying either to 
have a claufe-in the bill, prefented to the Houfe a few days 
palt, ** for regulating cértain abufes and prophanations on the 
Lord’s day, -called Sunday,” by which he may be excluded, 
or have fome retompence made him for the expences he has al- 
ready been at to accommodate the public. The petition was 
read, and ordéred to Jie on the table till the bill is read the fe- 
cond time. 

Yeiterday Dr Brownlow North, brother to Lord North, 
was tranflated from the Bifhoprick of Worcefter to that of Win- 
chefter, in the room of the late Dr Thomas; and Dr Hard, 
Bithop of Litchfield and Coventry, was tranflated to the fee of 
Worcefter ; on which they kifled his Majeity’s hand. 

Lord North’s brother, by his advancement to the fee of 
Winchefter, will have an income of 6000 a year, and have 
as many benefices, &c. to difpofe of almoft as the Chancellor. 

It is faid that the terms are finally agreed upon between 
Lord North and the Directors of the Eaft-India Company, 
which are defigned to form the bafis of an amicable fettlement, 
in cafe the Court of Proprietors thall accede to the plan of the 
Directors whén the report is made, and in cafe the Houfe of 
Commons fhall! findily accede to the propofitions thus fettled. 
The terms are, * The renewal of the charter for ten years ; 
no fam to be paid at prefent by the Company ; but government 
is to be admitted to a participation of all the intereft above 8 
per cent.” ; 

The quarre) between Sir Henry Clinton and Admiral Ar- 
buthnot has been lately agitated in a certain council. It feems 
Sir Henry had written home fome months ago to be recalled, 
provided Arbuthnot was to remain on the American ftation, 
tranfmitting at the fame time, a detail of grievances. In con- 
fequence of which, it was then refolved, that Arbuthnot being 
the lealt ufeful of the two, fhould be ordered to return home 
to appeafe Sir Henry. However, fiace the account of the late 
aétion of .“ rbuthnot’s, and the private complaints of both hav- 
ing arrived, which are reported to be very many on both fides, 
great divifions have arifen in the Cabinet, one party perfifting 
in having only Arbuthnot recalled, while the other are for hav- 
ing both called home. . It is certain that the Admiral was re- 
called before ‘am account arrived of his late imperfect action ; 
but had it been more decifive, there is no doubt that thofe or- 
ders would have been countermanded ; nay, perhaps Sir Hen- 
ry himfelf, after fach an event, would have met with the pray- 
er of his petition ¢'fo.much does fuccefs contribute to the alte- 
ration of meafures and opinions. 

A letter from Lifbon fays, that the Dutch Ambaffador has 
been treated lately bythe Court of Portugal with great cool- 
nefs, faid to be occafioned by a Memorial he prefented relative 
tothe deteation of the Datch fhips, which was couched in fuch 
terms as has given offence.

*¢ We have accounts from Amfterdam, that contraéts for 
building men of war in -private dock-yards were eatered into

Am 
forty farther to relate, that upwards of 409 of our people have 
entered into the Spanith fervice, and fear the whole will be o- 
bliged to do the fame, if not fpeedily exchanged. —The Mini- 
{try have certainly neglected us, and muft be anfwerable for the 
treafon of thofe (if it can be called {2) whom long confinement, 
hunger, and nakednefs, compel to take fervice in the navy and 
army of their country’s enemies. General O’ Reilly has the 
principal care of us, and does his duty in the moft humane 
manner, though not forgetting to embrace every opportunity of 
enticing the men to enter into’their fervice. An able feaman’s 
bounty is 100 dollars, an ordinary ditto 70, a’ landfman or fol- 
dier so dollars. ‘The number of mem here are about 1200.”

Cornwallis; dated March 17. give the fulle(t authority for in. 
forming the’ public, that General Green having been confidere 
ably reinforced, and his army amounting to near 6000 men, 
he was induced to advance with four fix-pounders after Lord 
Cornwallis to Gailford. . When his Lordthip had drawn him 
thus far, on the 15th inftant he attacked the rebel army, and, 
after a {harp engazement, totally routed them, and took all 
their cannon, purfuing the flying remains beyond’ Ready Fork. 
® On this occafion, Lieut Col. Stuart and Capt. Goodrich of 
the guards, Lieut. O’Hava of the royal artillery, Lieut. Ro- 
binfon ef the 23d, Exiign Talbot of the 33d, Enfign Grant 
of the 74ft, were killed, and Captain Schutz of the guards 
mortally wounded, but no other officer dangeroufly. Thus 
far we are fanétioned by the difpatches, which were wrote on 
the field. They contain not fo many particulars as we may 
look for in thofe fhortly expected ; but the reports which ac- 
company this, mention General Green being wounded, and 
the enemy having loft 2000 men in this defeat ; and alfo that 
Brigadier-General O’ Hara, Col. ,Webfter, and Lieut. Col, 
Tarleton, were flightly wounded. 

In confequence of fo fignal a fuccefs, numbers of the conti- 
nentals, as well as militia, are daily joining the King’s forces, 
and claiming their protection.

Captain Macbride haviog arrived on 
Saturday night, and refumed the command of the Artois, re- 
turned anfwer this morning, {tating that, circum{tanced as he 
at prefent was, it would be impoflible for him to comply with 
the defire of failing for the protection of the veffels from Aber- 
deen ; and, though he had been in a different fituation, the re- 
port given by Lavrick was too vague to deferve any attention 
being paid to it, as he had not given the leaft defcription of the 
vellel he faid he had been chafed by. 

The fhips mentioned in the letter from the merchants of A- 
berdeen are, the Diligence, Brebner ; Swan, Thomfon; Ran- 
ger, Donald; Betty, Steuart ; and Jean, Gray. ‘The cargoes 
of the three firft are reckoned worth at lea{t 30,000 |. Sterling. 
They failed from Aberdeen on Friday evening. But, on ac- 
count of the report of Laverick, an exprefs was fent aftcr them 
on Saturday forenoon, defiring their return to Aberdeen, provi- 
ded they had not put into Stonehaven or Montrofe.

“ The circuit Court of Jutticiary was opened here the 1oth 
curt. by the Right Hon, the Lords Kennet and Hailes ; there 
being no bufinefs for that diet, the Court was continued till 
yefterday morning, half an hour after nine, and then proceeded 
on the trial of Samuel Douglas, foldier in the regiment of 
South Fencible men, indi¢ted at the inftance of His Majefty’s 
Advocate for the marder of Peter M‘Nairn in Tunnotrie. The 
cafe was as follows: ‘The pannel being one of a party, confilt- 
ing of a corporal and fix men,. that were ordered from this 
place to allt an officer of Excife in feizing finuggled goods ; 
the party fell in with the fmmugglers at a place called the Sad- 
dle-loup, near Minigaff, about 12 0’clock at night of the oth 
of January laft, when'the party feized one horfe of fix that 
were loaded with boxes of tea, and had furrounded the. other 
horfes; the fmugglers lafhed their horfes, and drove off five of 
them. In the conflié the pannel’s gun went off, and fhot M¢- 
Nairn, who was the {muggler’s guide, dead on the fpot. The 
trial continued till five in the afternoon, when the Jury inclo- 
fed, and returned their verdict this morning at nine, all in one 
voice finding the pannel not guilty; whereupon he was affuil- 
zied, and difmiffed from the bar. There being no other cri- 
minal bufinefs here, the Court is continued till Tuefday morn- 
ing, the laft day at this place, and then fet out for Ayr.” 

Extra& of a letter from Cork, April 30.

‘They 
both have arrived at Youghall.””

“¢ Laft Monday, arrived at Paflage, from a cruize, his Ma-

in their attempt to make an impreilion in the Chefapeak, had 
{teered for the Weft Indies ; this, by the tircuinftance of 
time, mult have accorded with that of our Jamaica fleet’s ma- 
king the coaft of North America, which veflels from the Weft 
Indies always do on their voyage home, to avoid the trade 
winds in the tropics ; and fhould they mifs.this French {qua- 
dron, a danger almoft as imminent remains from the grand 
Bret fleet, under M. de Graffe, who, in all probability, have 
been this fortnight palt off or near the American coaft. 

«© The lugger privateer, which was taken laft fummer near 
this place, in Slabberfludge Bay, by his Majelty’s-thip the Au- 
rora, and afterwards fold here, was purchafed by tre mer- 
chants of Lancafter, who fitted her out from thence to cruize 
againft the enemy ; fhe fent in there, a few days ago, a French 
brigantine called the St Frances, laden with 280. hogfheads of 
wine, bound from Rochelle to Breft; the captors judging this 
a better market for that article, the arrived here. yefterday. 
The lugger is now called the Kidnapper privateers » .. 

«« Two privateers, within thefe two days paft, appeared off 
Cork, and captured a collier and another veflel. One of thefe 
privateers feemed from the crew, feveral of whom were known, 
to be a piratical fmuggler, though they fhewed an American 
commiilion, which is fuppofed to have been forged. 

‘ ‘Tuetday lait, a fmuggler, concerned in’ carrying away 
the Black Prince out of the harbour of this city, was appre- 
hended and lodged in goal; who,’ together with Capt. Ryan, 
will be tried here for that offence. 

«* Belfalt has been, within thefe few days, a notable place 
of information. A letter received yefterday from thence men- 
tions, That a veflel had jult arrived there ae the Carvlinas, 
the mafter of which reports, that Lord Cornwallis had, after 
a forced march, defeated a large body of the An.erican forces 
under General Green, with great flaughter of the enemy, and 
the capture of their artillery and baggage.

OTHING appears to me fo dangerous a fymptom in the 
Brith Conititution as the eloquence that is faid to 
prevail in the Senate. When the fleets of France and of Spain 
were defunct, in the year 1763, an orator, holding Euclid 
in derifion, will prove that it was found policy, on the part of 
Britain, to allow them to be completely regenerate in 1779, 
merely to enjoy the pleafure of déftroying them again :—Ikt is 
pretty remarkable, however, that a fchool-boy never fets open 
the cage-door, in hopes of catching his lark a fecond time. It 
was the impending ruin of Athens that aroufed Demotthenes. 
"To the crimes of Verres, of Anthony, and of Cataline, we are 
indebted for the eloquence of Cicero. Walpole could nego- 
ciate, could fublidize, and bribe ; his feeble {pirit rendered elo- 
quence neceflary ; accordingly it abounded under his. Minittry. 
Weak meafures, that are arraigned with energy, require power- 
ful advocates in their defence. I have been told, by an elder- 
ly gentleman, that,. during the triumphs of Pitt, the Houfe of 
Commons poffeffed as little eloquence as Wettminfter-hall. 
National fuccefs would be the greate(t misfortune that could 
befal a hopeful young Member,‘ who had his fortune to make. 
I have no manner of doubt, that another La Hogue would put 
into mourning half the boroughs in England, and fink the price 
good 50 per cent. Mr Burke mutt needs be very fond of 
wtinutie, and think the nation equally fo, when he pro- 
pofes to commit petty larceny upon the Civil Litt; Non tali 
auxilio, &c. it is not there thatthe fhoe pinches. The Civil 
Lift is a fair purchafe fettled by bargain betwixt the Crown 
and the nation. If we refume the Civil Lift on the one part, let 
us, on the other, reftore the prerogative of the Tudors. Itis the 
Crown, and the Crown.alone, that can give {tabiliry to Govern- 
ment. If defpoiled both of Civil Lift and prerogative, we fhould 
be like a thip at fea without a helm, impelled by every factious 
demagogue, by every fanatic, and every over-grown Baron, 
which Heaven avert! The Civil Lift, and the Union of the 
two Kingdoms, are the beft bargains ever made by Britain, and 
~ none of her friends can wifh either of them undone. It is now 
fix years fince Bunker’s-Hill; a horrid watte of time, of men, 
and of money, and nothing done! If Mr Burke would give 
up his microfeopical refearches, and ftudy cecouomy, here I 
fhould with him all manner of fuccefs. The diverfion created 
by the American war, is undoubtedly the falvation of France. 
lf America was left to her withed-for independence, fhe would 
either make peace with Britain, or continue hoftilities. The 
firft feems moft probable ; becaufe the would find it neceflary, 
and poflibly no eafy matter, to eltablifh Government > her in- 
tereft would direét her to renew her culture, and repair her 
Jofles ; the would be as averfe to have a French as a Britifh 
army marching over her fields. A civil war feems entailed upon 
her feparation from.Britain; we can play off one colony 
againit another, and at all events muft come in for a great thare 
of her conimerce. If fhe fhould, however, continue her league 
with France, and holtilities againft the Parent State, her 
fhipping would afford no mean compenfation for the expence 
of a Britifh {quadron. Whilit America would be occupied 
in giving form to the chaos of her internal affairs, the 
Britih Ameriean army might make gainful conquefts in the 
French and Spanifh Welt-Indies. Such conquefts, no doubt, 
would be expenfive in the article of men; in no higher a 
degree, however, than the Continental war. But then they 
would be produétive conquefts; they would maintain them- 
{elves in people as well as Jamaica; and, in proportion as they 
enriched Britain, they would empty the Exchequer of France. 
Abbe Reynal, {peaking of our former conquefts over the 
French and Spanifh Welt Indies, has the following remark :— 
© It is an obfervation that we may be allowed to make, that e- 
«© vents which have once happened, will happenagain. A peo- 
« ple whofe whole fortune confifts in fields and paftures, will, 
t¢ if influenced by any degree of fpirit, refolutely defend their 
*¢ poffeffions.. The harveft’ of one year is the utmoft they can 
fate ; and whatever calamity they may experience does not 
¢ diftrefs them to fuch a degree as to leave them without 
** hopes of recovery. The cafe is very different with the cul- 
*¢ tivators of thefe colonies.” Whenever they take up arms, 
** they run the rifk of having the lakours of their whole lives 
«« deftroyed, their flaves carried off, and all the hopes of their 
€¢ pofterity either loft ‘by fire or plunder: they therefore always 
*¢ fubmit to the enemy. Though fatisfied with the govern- 
«¢ ment under which they live, they are lefs attached to its glo. 
*« ry than.to their own pofterity.” ‘T’o the above I fhall ven- 
ture to add an obfervation of my own, viz. If a Britith army 
fhould land on Hifpaniola, and proclaim freedom to fuch flaves 
as joined our ftandard, we fhould at once command all the pro- 
vifions on the ifland, and the iffand itfelf, its forts excepted ; 
and, at the fame time, we would have acquired an army of ne- 
groes habituated to the climate, and, of courfe, moft ufeful to 
our own. It is afferted, that negroes, even in a ftate of flave- 
ry, rear more children than the white people. It feems there- 
fore probable, that’ free negroes would keep up their numbers, 
without imports from Africa. From the top of the Alps Han- 
nibal pointed out to his foldiers the fertile plains of Lombardy 
as the reward of their toils. The French Weft Indies fhould 
be confidered by Britain in the fame point of view. Lec us e- 
ftisnate fagar iflands by the numbers of flaves they employ. 
Reynal afferts, that¥Jamaica employs 90,009, St Domingo 
206,000, Martinico 72,000. . France, if ftripped of the two 
Jatcer iflands, could not maintain the war a fingle campaign ; 
whereas the American war is a gulf in which the Minittry 
feem refolved that the nation fhould be funk. I fpeak not a- 
gaint the American war on the foot of juftice. I underftand 
not the fubject, and have laid it down as a rule always to be 
non liquet. Whenever there are a thoufand fyllogifms of a fide, 
. experience furely authorifes the affertion, that we may march 
and countermarch through America, we may take and abandon 
towns amd provinces. Killing, burning, and deftroying, may 
go on reciprocally, and for years, without coming to any con- 
clufion. If the French Minifter directed the Britifh Cabinet, 
he furely would continue the fame fcene in America that we 
have lamented thefe fix years pa{t ; and fuccefs now is no more 
probable than at the offset. 











Sundry cireumftances mark out to us, that it is the policy 
of France to gain time, and to avoid decifive actions, unlefs 
when’ potleffed of fuperior force. 1/7, The war in America 
becomes, from the nature of the thing, and is, io fact, every 
day more diffufe, more complicated and expentive. French re- 
mittances will furely keep a-going fo ufeful a diverfion. Even, 
if faccefsful, what a pretty chain of garrifons muft become ne- 
ceflary, in order to enforce revenue and commercial re{traints 
from the Miflifippi to Montreal? 2d, Our taxcs and debts 
are great ; and undgubtedly both mutt have limits. 34, We 
exert our whole force againft five different enemies, v/z. 
France, Spaio, Holland, America, and Hyder Ali. 4th, 
Some of our enemies are by no means exerting their whole 
force. All of them have only one enemy to fight ; and that 
one is the fame, and ¢ommon go al}. 574, A defenfive cam- 
paign in Europe, on the part of our enemies, will yive time to 
fit out, and repair, the fleets of France, of Spain, and of Hol- 
land. We have already feen the united fleets of Bourbon too 
powerful in the Channel, without the aid of the Dutch. Un- 
der fuch circumftances, it is our bufinefs to pufh matters to a 
decifion. Harbours of retreat, and manceuvres at fea, rendera 
decifive a€tion in the Welt Indies very uncertain again{t a {kil- 
ful enemy. Lait war, the Britifh arms reduced Martinico, 
Guadaloupe, the Granades, and the ifland, I had almoft have 
faid the kingdom, of Cuba. This fiét is more encouraging, 
and yields more conviétion, than any fpeculative reafoning up- 
on the fubjec&. If the Britith army at New York is fupplied 
with provifions by fea, the fame conveyance is open to the Welt 
Indies. I recommend to the reader Abbe Reynal’s third vo- 
lume, and fhall conclude with the following quotation from 
him :—Book XII, p. 184. “An ifland (Porto Rico) of 
** confiderable extent, enriched by a great number of rivers, 
“ fruitful though unequal, furnifhed with an excellent port,and 
“ coafts of eafy accefs. This ifland, the poffcflion of which 
“ would have made the fortune of an active nation, is fearcely 
«« known in the world, The inhabitants amount barely to 1500 
“ Spaniards, Meflees, and Mulattoes, and}3000 flaves.”’--P.185. 
«« This colony is protected bya garrifon of 200 men.” * Aj} 
“ the advantage the metropolis derives from this feftlement, is 
“ to take in water and /re/h provifions there, for the ufe of the 
® fleets fhe fends to the new world.”’—“ To render their con- 
*¢ dition more happy, nothing is wanted but liberty of a free 
‘< market for their ca/tle.”? —* They could find pafture for as 
«© much as would fupply the confumption of all the Caribbee 
«* Tflands,”’
